84 per cent of all food relief 
between governments.” 


Quoting part of a high 
school convocation address, 
Dr. Butz said, “the problem 
in America today is not so 
much the noise of the bad, 
but the silence of the good.” 
He asked students to 
‘“‘become more articulate 
about the good and restore 
their faith in America.” 


“We’ve got to lift our heads 
high and take pride in this 
nation. There’s nothing 
wrong with this country that 
we can’t cure. Let’s keep 
America moving ahead.” 


Turning to agriculture, Dr. 
Butz called it “fone of the 
great foundations of this 
society. He cited the 
advances made over the years 
saying that with only five per 
cent of the population 
working in agriculture they 
are feeding twice as many 
people as opposed to 50 years 
ago when 45 per cent of the 
people lived on farms. ““We’ve 
done that by application of 
science and brain power.” 


The secretary made a final 
challenge to his listeners to 
support the U.S. constitution 
and the ideals for which it 
stands. ‘‘Never let it be said 
that America failed because 
nobody cared.”

On the Sandy, Utah, farm 
of Darrel Shulsen, similar 
studies began a few years 
back quite by accident when 
a young buffalo bull corralled 


with the beef cows eventually 
impregnated one. 


The novelty of their union 


tickled Shulsen’s interest and 
prompted him to try 
wholeheartedly to cross the 
animals. His work, however, 
is as frought with 
disappointment as is other 
breeder’s: of the cattalo 
briths since 1973, only one 
calf has survived. 

His interests in successful 
mating of his two buffalo 
bulls and the 12 cow cattle 
herd are primarily economic. 

“Cattalo are hardier than 
cattle and don’t need to be 
fed on grain; they just need 
grass and alfalfa,’ Shulsen 
explains. ‘“Cattalo are bigger 
too, and therefore have more 
meat.” ; 


Good meat 


Other cattalo ranchers 
claim this new breed’s meat is 
cholesterol free and is 
superior in taste even to 
buffalo, which is acclaimed to 
be more palatble than beef. 


Indians probably weren't 
too concerned with 
cholesterol, but according to 
legend, there was no disease 
among them when they ate 
buffalo meat. And, one 
would suspect that the 
Indians, who a century ago 
witnessed the slaughter of the 
buffalo, would have to 
approve of their resurgence. 
Concered cattlemen and 
conservationists have 
protected and nourished 
herds in parks and reserves in 
central and western America. 


But the native Americans 
might balk at the thought of 
cattalo—after all, it just 
doesn’t sound right: “‘Oh give 
me a home....where the 
cattalo roam?”

December, during some of 
Utah’s coldest temperatures, 
Grandma Brown’s furnace 
went out, leaving she and her 
husband with only a small 
electric heater for warmth. 
Program Director, Chuck 
Dearing, rounded up 
additional heaters for 
temporary use, and was able 
to arrange for a new furnace. 
By Monday afternoon the 
Browns’ new furnace was in 
operation. ‘“‘The old one had 
never worked very well since 
our house burned down in 
1957,” said Grandma, “but 
this one is just wonderful— 
the kitchen’s never been so 
warm!”

Rodriguez says, we have 
taken on the symbol of 
““Atzlan”’. This symbol comes 
from mythology in which the 
Aztecs said the country north 
of Mexico was the land of 
their inheritance, and that 
they had once occupied the 
area. However, their spiritual 
leaders told them to go south 
until they found an eagle 
sitting on a cactus eating a 
snake, and that would be 
their new country. That 
eagle, along with the snake 
and cactus is the symbol of 
Mexico today. 

That move to identify with 
their. Indian heritage, is not 
being hindered at BYU today. 
They are accepted as “‘full 
brothers’ by the Tribe of 
Many Feathers, and have 
been designated as 
**co-participants’’ for 
Lamanite week in 1976. “‘In 
my Opinion the Chicano Club 
members include some of the 
most spiritual, capable, and 
reliable students on BYU 
Campuses: Sa ySe ony, 
Schuerch, 1975 Indian week 
chairman, and assistant 
advisor to the Tribe of Many 
Feathers. “Their assistance to 
us during Indian Week was 
invaluable. They have my 
deep gratitude and affection, 
and I congratulate them on 
being accepted as our fellow 
Lamanites, and as an 
independent organization in 
their own right.” 

The extent of the club’s 
work, goals, and objectives is 
unknown to many of the 
BYU students and the 
community at large. Ernesto 
Ramos says the club had a 
preconceived sterotype to 


“Chicano” their immediate 
reaction is to think of a 
militant organization,’ says 
Ramos.

“Our club is not militant,” 
says Rodriguez as he paces 
intently by the side of his 
desk, first standing still, then 
sitting. He says without a 
murmur that the goal of his 
club is to help his fellow 
Mexican-Americans, 
especially the members of the 
Church throughout the 
United States. “We are doing 
an intensive study on the 
problems of the Chicano in 
the Church,’’ he adds, “‘we 
want to know why there is 
such a high inactivity rate 
among Chicanos as compared 
to other Lamanite groups, 
why there are so few 
baptisms of Chicanos in the 
U.S. and we want to know 
what we can do about it. We 
want to attract Chicano 
Church members to come to 
BYU so they might grow and 
function under the guidelines 
and auspices of the Church.”

Presently, Brigham Young 
University lacks the proper 
proportion of spiritual and 
secular education mentioned 
earlier, thus, deterring it from 
reaching prophetic destiny.

It is not 
the presence of religion, but 
the bogus attitudes, beliefs, 
and excuses created by many 
students in relation to it, that 
halt Brigham Young 
University’s progression, as a 
whole, to its prophetic goal.

Young University live in a 
type of religious funnel. 
Religious activity flows 
through the funnel quite 
easily and frequently, while 
secular activity, for the most 
part, remains in solid chunks 
at the top.

International students also find it hard to get work while in 
this country. They are required by the government to obtain 
work permits, but present economic conditions have made 
getting a permit impossible. 

They are allowed to work on campus, but working your 
way through college is still difficult for many foreign 
students. 

Kees says a few students have a hard time claiming credit 
for past education and experience. But accredidation has 
greatly improved during the past two years. 

A friend of Kees came to BYU a few years ago. He was 
accepted as an entering freshman: 

After a letter to Washington, D.C., he was able to establish 
his academic skills and abilities. His standing was re-evaluated 
and he was placed as a last semester junior. 

One of the great cultural differences, according to Kees; 
between Holland and the United States is friendship. 

In Holland “‘people are really caring for each other, are 
more down to earth, are living more closely than here,’’ he 
says.

Paytons of Provo. This is their first year as hosts to 
international students, and Mrs. Payton can remember being 
unsure of what to expect.

““Among other local items, 
we will have to chronicle the 
death of Goshen. It is on the 
decline very fast and will 
soon be numbered with 
things of the past. But out of 
it’s ruins has sprung up 4 
healthy shoot, which shows 
sighs of thrift; and only needs 
time for its development.”
